Ail liberal elements in Kngland, 
e.-petially the numerous and influ- 
ential sect of Quakers, are horrified 
by revelaiiona of military misrule in 
Ireland, saya Paul J. Furnas, a dele- 
gate to. the World Conference of the 
Society of Friends recently held In 
London, Mr. Furnas, a residsnt ot 
New York, is treaaursr ot the Gen- 
eral Food Produota Compaay ot that 
cHy, He appeared batora the Amer- 
ican Commission on Conditions In 
Ireland in Washington. He said: 

"At the outset of the conference 
« delotjalion of thrw English 
Frieuds was appointed to investigate 
ii«land and report to the confer- 
ence. They were John FLsnry Bar- 
low, Roger Clark and Miss Edith 
Ellis, a Bister ot Lady Palmer. Their 
report, which was .^anlmously ap- 
[vroved by tbe conteranoa, absolutely 
LorrMiad the daleflatea, moat of 
whom ware ShisUsh men and wo- 
men. The^ found two complete 
governments In Ireland, one the ra- 
puWlcan, supported by at least 
^0 per cent, of the people; the 
other. t>r crown government, they 
found confined to a few well-guani- 
ed urban centers and resting upon a 
j:onstant campaign of murder, law- 
lessness and intimidation. Their in- 
vestigations Included Dublin, BsU 
fastt, Limeriek, Cork and Oalway. 
Everywhere they saw ths rains ot 
burned houaao and butldtngs. Chil- 
dren are drlTan terror atdkan into 
the fields and woods to »imk safety 
at night." 

Mrs. Nellie Craven, of No. 1701 
Rhode Island avenue, Washing'ton, 
wlio returned on November 3 from 
a visit to her parents In Hetford, 
.G<aiway, gava tha itolloirinf testi- 
mony : 

"Hetford Is a tiny plaoe. Only 
about thirty 'Black and Tans' were 
sUtioaed there, ,0b September 13 
ths curfew law waa Imposed. A 
tew days later the 'Black and Tans' 
tatded our h^uae, took away my 
youngest brother, a lad of nineteen, 
who had never been identified with 
Sinn Fein, striked him of We 
clothes and Ixiat liiin with the butts 
of rifles until several teeth were 
knocked out, and he was , uncon- 
scious. We carried him home and 
hs did net totally recover consclo)ia- 
nesB tlU the next day. I think they 
were looking for his older brother, 
who was a volunteer, aM were sore 
at not finding him. On October 19 
they raided the home And public 
house ot my cousin, Mlcluiei Walsh, 
in ChUwsy, smashed everything in 
the place, took all the money and 
checks (n the till, and othar money 
Ihey found in tho house. After get- 
ling vary drunk, they took him away 
with th^m. Next day his body, with 
a bull<;t hole hi the temple, 
found floating in the quay." 



The tollowlnf affidavit ot the 
Rev. Michael Mortfy. of Hetford, 
Galway, was read to the Commla- 
Bioo: r 

"October 1030.— On the 12th 
of September, 1120, after the burn- 
ing and sacking of Tnam, an anony- 
mou.j letter delivered to me stated 
tliat it anything happened to the po- 
licenieu I must die even If they had 
to go to the chapel to get me. On 
October 3. at 12:30 a. m.. sixteen 
British fioldi<vs, commanded by a 
Major, forckb^ entetred my house. 
They amaahsd Jm the door of 019 
honoekaapfr'a room and at .tha 
point of a revolver oompellad bar to 
get out ot bed, while they aeaxvlMd 
that and everything alsa la tha 
room. They entered my room and 
threw books, .sacred veseelf» and 
clothes around the room in tiieir 
search, while one man held a re- 
volver to my head. The raiding 
party brought John Flaherty to my 
hottss. and when they left took him 
along. Ten minutes later I heard 
piteous sOT w ala for mercy and blows. 
This eontinaad tor five mtnutes, 
when I hoard tha lorries depart. 

"Tha aaat day I aaw Fhtberty and 
he testtfied that he had been strips 
ped and beaten in the street. He 
was in a terrible condition — his 
body laieratcd and (li,s<^oiored. On 
October fi the military arretted roe. 
1 was senten(»d to nine months hard 
labor because a few rounds of am- 
munition I had as curiosities were 
found in the house. Aiter serving 
ten days in ths Gadway Jail I w«« 
released. ~ The raiders stole five 
pounds in money I had in the 
house." 

Hearings before the commission 
were to l>e resumed Wednesdav.

The Friends of Irish Freedom dii^- 
puted the story of Dr. E. Y. Mul- 
lins, the local Baipitist minister, who 
returned last we^k from Shirope and 
ptotorsd Ireland as a land ot pros- 
perity, but acknowtodging that he 
had taken dinner with Premier 
Lloyd Oeorj!P. Kngland's hvpocriti- 
cal Prime Minister. Now lH>re 
comex Mi.-'s Roth Roland, a trained 
newspaper woman ot Chicago, who 
git^ee the following testimony in re 
0ard to conditions in Ireland after 
sereral months' InTestigation: 

The Sinn Fein leaden «re tbs 
mo»i brilliant group of men I have 
ever eooonmtered. Many, including 
Airthur Griffith end George Rusfell, 
are Protestants. I found no relig- 
ious issue anywhere except in Uilster, 
where tt Is artlfloially maintained 
by large smploysrs oC labor. 

Miss Russell gaye a terihto pic- 
ture of poverty In Ireland, dedar- 
ing that women enihroidery work- 
ers were often paid as' little as 
$1.25 a week, and can not afford to 
wear ^ha4B and shoes. 

She made numerons attempts to 
obtain work'Just to see what would 
happen. Invariably, she testified, 
• he was told that nothing was avail- 
able excer't domestic service at ISO 
per year.

The Triah home rule blU ooir ie 
Mfe ^nd will foe placed the irtaJt- 
ute book this week in n fow'in only 
Hllghtly amendod from the ehape In 
which It lira left the House of 
Commons. The Hoiif»e of Lords 
Monday, after a brief debate, agreed 
to all the amendments made to the 
blM by the Ck>ininoD&. The only 
■mendmeni diccaned by the Ltorda 
W4M that adopted by ibe Lower 
House providing that t( eitber area 
in Ireland retueea tb eet ul> a Par- 
liament the exeebtire could not 
make the offeo a eecon<l time unleM 
within tliree years after June 1 
next: both houses of the Rritlsh 
Parliament adopted a resolution 
asking for it. Earl Mlrt<ileton ob 
jected to this time limit of three 
and a halt years and ohallengied a 
division on the Queatloa. He wan 
defeated dadalTSly by a rorte oC 91 
to 14, whereupon tbhi and tiM othar 
Oommona amandrnflots w«re>aBreed 
to without furthar diactuslon. Owing 
to a sllKhl modlCleation mAde In the 
House of Lords at the suggwtions 
of I^rd Birken. the I^ord C!han- 
ceHor. the bill apain will have to be 
submitted to the Housi^ of (\)mmons 
as a (ormallty. 

One of the principal cbaages in 
'the bill made by the Lords Is th^t 
SenatM will be crectad for both the 
Northern and Souitham Partlamants. 
As proposad by the OorefnoenC jthe 
question of the method of estaibliflb- 
ing the Stenates was to be haft for 
the decision of the Irish Parlia 
mentfi. Another modiflcattoo ob- 
tained by the Lords is that Instead 
of the Council of Ireland being nom 
Inated by the two Parliaments each 
Senate wMI appoint seven of it;-- 
members and each Parliament thir 
tMB, makini a total of forty, while 
instead of the President of the 
Ooanell being Lord ObuceUor of 
Irakuid, as propoaed by the OoTerB' 
meot. he will be aomlaated by the 
Lord Lieutenant on the adTloe of 
the crown. The Lords aim defeated 
the proposal that the Irish Parlia- 
ments should have the (power to levy 
a surtax. It generally is supposed 
that the Oorvernment repards the hill 
as the basis for future negotiations 
and with thi.s Idea ha.<< purposely re- 
sanred the questions of e— tOB» and 
eaolse from the bill.

It was on ChristmiLs, 1776, that 
Washington crossed tho Delaware 
river wKli 2,400 men in boats to at- 
tack Trenton. N. .1., dealing a .--e- 
vere blow to t^e Briti&h army and 
bcoriac a TietMT that vraa 'of vital 
Importaaea to the Ataericaa toroea. 

Oso. Waahlngton, bringing hJa 
forces across the waters of the Icy 
Delaware In the darkness of Christ- 
mas night, accomplished the perilouH 
passage in safety and without noise. 
The place i» known as MoConkey's 
Ferry. No tim? was lost and Um 
American tor<;<M. safely marshalled 
on the New .Ter.-»i y Hliore and divided 
Into lwo columns, marched by two 
separate but ooguniunicsting roads 
on the City of Trentoo, Washington 
himself was at the bead. of tha col- 
umn, the other being nader tha oom- 
niand of tbe Irteh-Ajnericaa Oao. 
Sullivan. The AmerMin toroe «oo- 
Bisted of well-trlcd soldiers, and 
nearly hailif of them bore Irish 
named. In th-^ Kray ml.<»t8 of the 
morning when the English and^es- 
slans were awake to tho daylight 
they noticed the rapid approach of 
the unexpected enemy, and liefore 
much could be done the patriots 
were In their midst. In leas than an 
hour they ware Ueelng in every di- 
rection. It ia tald that the aarprlse 
and Tictorjr were so complete that 
none of tha American foroea were 
killed, and thae their causualties 
■jnoantad -to two deaths caused by 
the Icy waterfe of the river. Tho 
four color standardx of a brigaxie, 
nlx hraiie fieldp''-ceg. 1.200 stands of 
arms and over a thousand prisoners 
fell into Washington's hands.
